‘Hon. Thomas A. Hendricks, while in this city 
ast week, paid @ visit to Greystone. The fact 
was kept a profound secret for obvious rea- 
sons. inthe yisit itself, so tar as external 
evidence went, there w hing ex!raordi- 
nary; but the time, nding political 
circumstances and the immediate destination 
and:purpose of Mr. Hendricks when he left, 
were all calculated to lend to the event-an air 
of diplomatic mystery. Yesierday a promi- 
nent politician in this city, with whom (ovy- 
ernor Hendricks conversed before bis depart- 
ure, talked very freely wiih a representative 
of the Star about the Greystone reunion be 
tween the two great democratic statesmen, 
who represented the party in the memorable 

coptest of 176. 

“Mr, Hendricks,” be said, “is retained as 
council in the matter of the First national 
bank of Indiana, which has recently b come 
embarrassed. Lust week he was obliged to 
Visit Bridgeport, Connecticut, to take depo- 
sitions in the interest of his clients. He spent 
one day in Bridgeport, and on his way pack, 
another day in New York, stoppingat the 
house of his sister-in-law, Mrs. Pearce. He 
visited two or three of the principal hotels, 
however, although not one of the. enterpris- 
ing journals of the metropolis chronicled the 
event While he wasin the city, Mr. Tilden 
was apprized of the fact. Next day, Friday, 
Mr. Hendricks went t.to Greystone, where 
hespentthe entire day. “§he meeting be- 
tween himselfand Mr. Tiiden was a very 
cordial one. It was conspicuous by the ab 
sence of both Mr Danaand Mr. Watterson; 
but there was a third party, and oOccasionaily 
a fourth, at the conference during the greater 
part of the time, whose pames shall rest in 
the shade for the present. 

“To say that the meeting bad no political 
Significance would be pure atlectauion; but it 
is true that there was none apparent. Most 
of the time there was a strict abstention 
from talking politics that seemed ratoer un- 
natural, white they were both fiuent on the 
subject of Mr. Tilden’s farm, the great excel- 
lency of Jersey cows and the wsthetic linesof 
beauty in the Kentucky short-horns. The 
two siatesmen bad a walk over the farm to- 
gether, and a few of Mr. Tilden’s. fine horses 
were also objects of admiration. 

CONFERRING AT GREYSTONE, 

‘Mr. Hendricks,”’ he continued, left Grey- 
stone on Saturday moruing and returned to 
Indianapolis, whence he was to set out in a 
day ortwo tor lowa, to make a numberof 
Speeches there. The understanding was at 
first that he was to lead off in the campaign 
oratory, but owing to a change in the pro- 

ramme, from, some cause not yet made 

nown, Mr. M@Donald took precedence On the 
stump In bis opening speech Mr. Henuricks 
will define his position on the tariff question, 
showing that while great modifications are 
required in the tariff laws, the country is not 
yet prepared to compete on a free trade plat- 
form with England and other nations of Eu- 
rope. He will explain that the first duty of 
the democratic party will be to conserve the 
interests of home manufacturers, and advo- 
cate legislation by which the working classes 
will be enabied to obtain & more equitable 
share of the product of their labors. He will 
advocate a strong plank declaring irreconcila- 
ble war against monopolies, and pledging the 
party to make a Vigorous stand against voting 
any more of the pubiic lands to railroad cor- 
porations, and also a strenuous effort to re- 
store to the people a portion of the lands that 
have been unlawfully given away. 

‘Naturally, Mr. Hendricks will refer to the 
great fraud of 1876, in which the popular'vote 
Was ignorel by w shameful coup detat, and 
he wiil suggest that the powerful instinct of 
justice wuich slumbers in the multitude 
shows incications of making reparation for 
that infamous outrage on a free people, and 
of taking stripyent measures to prevent the 
possibilicy of any recurrence of such a public 
crime.”’ 

‘Did Mr. Hendricks communicate these 
views to you before his departure” asked the 
Star representative. 

‘*He did, in part; indeed, I may say thai 
what | have stuted came out more in the way 
of general conversation than as a formal 
statement of his intentions. But the main 
point to be gathered from the entire circum- 
stances is that te issue be desires to lay be- 
fore the people is that of vindicating the de- 
mocracy aud redeeming the great fraud 
‘whereby the presicency was stolen seven 
years ago.” 

“In your opinion, then, this means the re- 
habilitation of the old ticket?” 

REVIVING THE FRAUD ISSUE. 

“That is precisely wuat | believe. The visit 
to Greystoue had a siyuificance reaching be- 
yond mere agricultural matters and the ex- 
change ot huspitalities. It is well known that 
Mr. Tilden and Mr. Hendricks are 10 strong 
mutual sympathy and it 1s pe rfectly natural 
that they should bave merand consulted on a 
plan of operations, which yet can hardly be 
said to amount toa canvass, for the/!reason 
that both are firmly impressed with the con- 
viction that the initial movement shouidcome 
spontaneously from the party itself. Mr 
Hendricks, therefore, in presenting the issue 
to the people, will do no more than any na- 
tional democratic statesman has a right 
todo. | have talked with him at different 
times on this question, and he is in dead 
earnestaboutit He feels that not Mr. Til 
den and himself, but the peopleof the United 
States,were made the victims of a fraud 
which has not a paraltiel-in the bistory of any 
free republic, and which established a princi- 

le to.vaily subversive of popular goverpiment. 
fe suid to me that were it necessary to the 
vindication of the party from that wrong, he 
would consent to be a candidate for anything 
—even alderman—at the call of the people. 
Personally, he has no ambition to be vice- 
president; but if the democratic party should 
decide to take up this living and urgent issue, 
histime, servicesand aoilities were at his 
country’s disposal.” 

“Then you believe that he woulda readily 
consent to run on the old ticket?” 

“Unquestionably; although it must be at 
the party’s call. Neither tilden nor Hen- 
dricks will ever again emerge into active 

ublic life unless the democracy demands it.’’ 

“What is the condition of Mr. Hendricks’s 
health?” 

HENDRICKS ON THE ELECTORAL COMMISSION. 

“He is a strong, robust, well-preserved man, 

robably about sixty four, and as vigurous as 
many men twenty years younger. W ben he 
was sick recently, some republican journals 
took a great delight in representing his condi- 
tion as serious and critical, He was never in 
danger, and he has now thoroughly recovered 
his health.

Tie Northweat ices the Mantiec of the Hoary

MILWAUKEE, September 10.—There was a 
heavy frost in this county last night, and corn 
on the low lands was killed. Buckwheat also 
suffered, and thewhole cucumber industry 
was ruined. The ioss in this enterprise alone 
is placed at $500 000. Cucumbers are made a 
specialty by many farmers in thi county, be- 
cause of the large pickle factory at Waubotosa. 
A despatch from Caldwell prairie stat-s there 
were light frosts on Friday and Saturday 
nights, and a heavy one on Sunday night, 
which did great damage. The frosts doing 
more or Jess injury to crops are reported from 
all parts of the northwest. 

CINCINNATI, September 10 —Frost is report- 
ed very generally throughou' Onio, Indtana 
and Kentucky ghe last two mornings. The 
report from Kentucky says all the tobacco on 
the low ground and creek bottoms is ruined, 
and vegetables everywhere are injured, The 
weather is warmer to-day. 

Evaira, N. Y., September 10 —The whole- 
sale leaf. tobacco dealers here say the tobacco 
crop within fifteen miles of this city was 
damaged $10,000 by frost last night. Buck- 
wheat and cane were also damaged 

Jackson, Micuw, September 10.— Heavy 
frosts prevailed in this section of the state on 
Saturday and Sunday nights, and the corn 
crop throughout this section is thought to be 
almost entirely destroyed. 

St. Louis, September 10 —A dispatch from 
a well posted and trustworthy correspondent 
at Tope says, he cannot learn that there as 
been any frost in Kansas, at any rate not 
enough to do any damage. Corn in most 
sections of the state is out of danger of dam- 
age by frost. Much of it is already in shock.

San Francisco, September 10,—Ex-Senator 
Sharon was arrested this afternoon.ona 
charge of adultery as he was taking the train 
forthe east, The charge was preferred by 
Miss Aggie Hill, well known in family cir- 
cles Tue lady claims that a contractof 
marriage was drawn upand agreed to be- 
tween them: ihat in addition she loaned 
him $00,000, $70, ‘00 of which he 
has repaid her. She placed’ the matter 
in the hands of a man named W. M 
Neilson.of unenviable reputation with irsruc- 
tions to claim the balance of $12,000 said to 
be due her. and at the time swore out a writ 
eharging Sharon with aduitery. Itis stated 
Sharon drew his check for the amoudt and 
euve bonds for $5,000 to answer the charge. 
Miss Hill bases her claim of marriage, and the 
fact of an agreement of marriage, as she 
states, having been entered into between her- 
self and Sharon, holding that in point of law 
it is equivalent tu a marriage ceremony. The 
affair is openly pronounced a miserable case 
of blackmailing, kept back till the last mo- 
ment, when Sharon was leaving for the east.

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THE COTTON PROSPECT, 


The Genera! Average Keduced to Seventy—A Short 
Orop Certain. 


WASHINGTON, September 10.—The Beptem 
ber cotton returns of the department of agri- 
culture are less favorable than those of 
August. The principal cause of the injury is 
drouth, which has reduced the prospect in 
every state except Florida and T+nnessee. 
The decline bas been greatest in Texas. In 
North Carolina and Virginia the temperature 
bas been too low, with serious drouth. 
The gulf States report more 
or less general prevalence of - caterpillar 
The general 
average of condition is reduced to 74. The 
state averages are as follows: Virginia, 72; 
North Carolina, 78; South Carolina, 70; Geor- 
gia, 70; Fiorida, 93; Alabama, 76; Mississipp), 
70; Louisiana, 77; Texas, 67; Arkansas, 80; 
Tennessee, 89. In September 187, the general 
average of the condition was 85. In Isl it 
was 70. [twas 92 in the great crop vears of 
1880 and 1882. In some counties the drough 
con 'ganues, and in others the recent rains have 
caused some improvement, Rust has appear- 
ed very generally and is most threatening in 
the dry districts 


COLLEC!IING ONE DOLLAR. 


The Average Cost of Collecting One Dollar of Reve. 
nue, Figured Ou t. 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—A tabulated 
statement of the receipts and expenses of the 
average cost of collecting one dollar of reve- 
nue in allof the custom districts of the Uni- 
ted. States for the fiscal year ending June 
30th, 1883, has been prepared at the treasury 
department. From this sta ement it appears 
that $216.780 869 were collected ata cost of 
$5.422.127. The cost of collecting one dollar 
ranges in the different districts from one cent 
and eight mills in New York to fifty and 
eighty-four cents in Atlanta, the average 
cost in ali of the districts being two cents, 
nine mills ande fraction. In twenty-nine of 
the one hundred and thirty districts the cost 
of collec ing one dollar was more than a dol- 
lar, and in thirty of them it was less than ten

THE CEREMONIES OF THE DAY. 

When the last of the guests had arrived 
the ceremonies were opened by President 
Villard. who divided tue attention of the 
mulitude with General Grant, who sat on the 
platform. His address was a plain statement 
ot the progress and completion of the work, 
Atits conclusion Mr. Villard retired amid 
tremendous applause. He then introdjced 
the orator of the occasion, ex-Secretary of 
S:ate William M. Evarts. Mr, Villard then 
introduced Secretary Teller, who spoke of 
the great energy and capital required to com- 
plete the various trans-continental lines and 
their practical benefit tothe nation. Secre- 
tary Teller was _ followed by ex- 
President Billings. Speeches were also 
made by Sir James Hannon, of England: 
Baron Von Eisendecker, German minister; 
Dr. Kneiss, of the Berlin university; General 
Grant and the governors of Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Dakota, Montana, Oregon and Washing- 
ton. Fhe foreign guests were then given seats 
on the platform, where a photograph was 
taken of them. After that a horse that help- 
ed to build the road from its inception was 
brought upon the platform. 

DRIVING THE SPIKE. 

Then was wituessed an extraordinary spec- 
tacle. Three hundred brawny men quickly 
laid the iron and drove the spikes on the 
thousand feet of uncowpleted truck. except 
the last spike. During this work, which was 
witnessed by the foreigners with amazement, 
the band played and the people cheered. 


When neariy completed acannon salute was |

fired. ‘Tue last spike wis driven by H. 
Davis, assistant general passenger agent of 
the road, who rove the first spike on the 
opening of the road, and the spike was the 
same one first driven by him. Tue end was 
reached asthe sun was setting hebind the 
mountains. The enthusiasm of the audi- 
ence, variously estimated at 3.000 to 5,000, was 
indescribable. Thus was brought to a happy 
conclusion a very remarkable event in Awer- 
ican history.

The Account of 41a Taking off by a Fellow Passen 
ger—Dumped into Earth, 


CAPETOWN, Africa, September 10.—The 
body of James Carey, the informer, was fol- 
lowed to the grave by Mrs. Carey and her 
children, the district surgeon and the assist- 
ant magistrate of Port Elizibeth. A rabble of 
negroes also gathered 1n the burial ground. 
No minister was present, and no arrange 
ment was made for religions services; but just 
as the cottin was lowered into the’ grave 
the surgeon, Dr. Ensor, who for some time 
had Jabored under strong emotion, spoke in 
a clear and distinct voice as’ follows: 
‘Friends, in the absence’ of any official min- 


ister, I think it only right that a few

THE TRIP FROM ENGLAND, 

A fellow passenger describes the trip from 
England thus: The Kinfauns Casile left Dart- 
mouth for Cape Town on Friday, July 6. with 
between eighty and ninety passenger. O' Don- 
nell and his wife traveled second, Carey and 
his wife and seven children third class, the 
latter under the name of Power. O'Donnel 
is over six feet, bas a maarkedly Irish face, 
short whiskers, dark hair and keen eyes, and 
is strong looking though not any way fleshy. 
He has a strong American accent, and among 
the passengers was thought a quiet man who 
had done mining in the. states. . His 
wife looks about twenty five, while 
he might be about forty-thre«® 
Carey’s. whiskers and beard had _ been 
shaved, but otherwise be looked just as when 
he appeared at the trials. No suspicion of 
Carey’s identity was hinted at until the day 
after our arrival at Cape Town, when a para- 
vyraph appeared in a iocal newspaper stating 
that Carey was coming out to South Africa by 
the mail and traveling under some other 
name than bisown The appearance of this 
paragraph caused a great deal of speculation 
on the ship, and happening to see a print of 
Carey, issued by an English paper, it was clear 
thac Power was the very man. The Nata! 
passengers .transhipped to a small coasting 
steamer—the Melrose—which sailed from 
Cable Bay_on Saturday, at haltf-past five in the 
aftegnoon. 

oO’ DONNELL’S INVITATION TO CAREY. 

Sunday wasa lovely sunny day and the 
passengers were on deck all the forenoon. 
Carey and O'Donnell mixed freely with the 
passengers, some of whom, in view ofthe 
newspaper's announcement and to satisiy 
themseives beyond a doubt, turned the con- 
versation toCarey and his career;but he moved 
nuta muscle, thus showing great self-com- 
mand. O Donnell said at dinner that Carey 
was a great villian and would not leave the 
ship; but this was only understood in view of 
About a quarter to four in 
the afternoon O'Donnell asked Carey into 
the second saloon and they drank

The doomed manu-was then standing in the 
center of the saloon whiie, O Donnell 
and his wife were sitting close tohim. No 
high words were heard between them, and

was shot right through the neck. He turned 
as if to make for his wife’s berth, and O’ Don- 
nel shot him twice in the back and then 
earev fell at the end of the saloon table. 
Mrs. Carey rushed out and threw herself on 
her busbend, but the only words he said 
were, “Oh, Maggie, I’m shot!’ The captain 
came forward at once and had O'Donnell 
arrested and medical assistance summoned 
for the dying man. 
A TRAGIC SCENE,

THE FEVER Ar PENSACOLA. 

If the government had been free of fanlt, 
there would have been no outbreak of yellow 
fever in this country this year. Other vessels 
than those belonging to the navy brought 
cases of the disease to our ports, but in every 
instance the fatal germs were stopped at our 
quarantine stations. A national vessel 
brought the disease’ to Penegacola, 
and it was permitted >to gain 
a foothold in the navy yard at that point. 
Pensacola itseif has no cases, but on the nayal 
reservation it bas become so prevalent and 
malignant that not only Pensacola but all the 
surrounding country is in peril. 

The navy department is responsible for this 
outbreak, and for any damage that may re- 
sult from it. Mr. William E. Chandler is 
the head of the department. Through 
a. good part of the summer he was 
engaged in intrigues to secure a seat in the- 
United States senate, atid when his plans 
were frustrated he went off to a summer re 
sort wuere he was altogether secure against 
an attack of the fever. The people of western 
Florida and of Mobile and of the south west- 
ern st. r of our own state are not so secure: 
and they feel that they have a right to urge 
the government to see that nothing is left un- 
done to keep the fever where it first appeared” 
in the country. Mr. Chandler, of New Hamp 
shire, dees not seem to be greatly concerned, 
and little aidis expected at his 
the president certainly cannot be indifferent 
to the situation at Pensacoia.

SEPTEMBER FROSTS. 

The cold wave that swept 
Sunday night and yesterday 
straight from Manitoba, and it ne doubt lost 
strength asit advanced towards us. It has done 
and will do no damage south of the Obio,but 
the reports received show that on Friday night 
that it did considerable damage in the upper 
portion of the northwestern corn belt. 

The Chicago Tribune of last Saturday morn- 
ing presented reports from nearly every por- 
tion oi the corn-raising states, showing the 
condition and prospects of the crop as it stood 
one gga the cold wave traversed the 
count y. From these reports it inferred that 
the crop, as a whole, was by no means safe. 
‘Roughly speaking,’ it adds, ‘“‘we may say 
that the corn grown on the area southwest of 
a line drawn through Rock Island, Ill., and 
Louisville, Ky., is practically out of danger 
from frost; while aH situated on the north- 
west side of that line is yet in peril, There 
is, however, little danger of speedy frost in 
the southern part of the latter area, while in 
the northern portions there is grave rea- 
son to apprehend a_ temperature low 
enough to prevent the ripening of 
many millions of bushels of corn. We may 
regard about one-half of the crop as prac 
tically assured. For the rest, its fate yet lies 
trembling in the balance, unless a freeze last 
night after this article was written has veri- 
fied the dire forebodings of those who yester- 
day prophesied that scores of thousands of 
acres of corn land will be black to-day. 
Still, speaking roughly, say that 
there is now a crop of 1.400,000,000 bushels. of 
corn assured, and that from each week from 
now that a destructive frost is withheld 150,- 
000.000 bushels more will be added to that 
aggregate. That would be equal to 1,700,000,- 
00C bushels by the date of the autumnal 
equinox, and 2,000,000,000 bushels if the frost 
holds off till the end of the first week in 
October,” 

The reports that have reached us show that 
considerable damage was done to the crops of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and lowa on Friday 
night; but no reports of subsequent damage 
haye come to-bhand. Minnesota isnot a corn- 
growing state, and it is not probable that the 
crep in the southern parts of Wisconsin and 
lowa was seriously injured when no damage 
is reported to the crop in the 
northern part of Illinois. No doubt 
the freeze of Friday night 
destroyed considerable corn, but unless other 
damage was done than is indicated in our dis- 
patches relating to Friday night, it 1s -stiil 
possible that even the largest ‘igures of our 
Chicago contemporary may be reached. This 
is however a very sanguine view of the situa- 
tion.

They do not 
hate the negro nor desire thaf he may not have a 
fair chance in life. Indeed,they feel kindly to- 
wards him and are not at all displeased when they 
learn that he is doing well in the south. Many 
northern farmers emp'oy ‘‘colored help,’’ but they 
almost invariably prefer white men, and acareful 
investigauou would show that the colored work- 
ingmen in the north get less pay than whites jor 
the same kind andamount of labor, The _ preju 
dice that still abides in the northern min@ ‘to 
wards the blacks is most clearly shown in the 
fact that even in. the most radically republicau 
copimunbities, in those localities where abolition- 
ists and freesoilers were most numerous and iu 
fluential in ante-be!lum days, no colored men are 
elected to office or encouraged to engage in store 
keeping or in any of the professions. 

Of course those northern fumiliesthat are seek 
ing new homes and expecting o ‘farm it fora liv- 
ing’’ are not going to chai ge their prejudices with 
the change. of location.
